Van Sweringen, under vigorous cross- 
examination today at.the.Interstate 
Commerce Commission hearing, dis- 
closed in part the development of his 
expanding railroad interests, but the 
revelations were eventually halted by 
his refusal on advice of counsel to 
answer further questions. | 

For the first time today -he re 
vealed how he came to acquire con- 
trol of a majority of the stock of 
the Wheeling & Lake.Erie road. 
This provoked -a--discussion of- the 
four-party plan of the New York 
Central, the Baltimore &-Ohio and 
the Nickel Plate systems, under 
which a set-up of groupings of Hast- 
ern railroads was reduced to paper 
by these roads acting in conference 
with the Pennsylvania. 

Mr. Van Sweringen testified that 
in February last he came. to the con- 
clusion that, in order to prevent the 
Wheeling & Lake Erie from falling 
into the hands of interests that 
might be opposedth ‘hé ‘groupifigs | 
embodied in the four-party plan, he 
decided to get stock coritrol, if » 
sible. 

He made purchases which, accord- 
ing to spokesmen. of the Van Swer- 
ingen interests, totaled. $30,000,000. 
- He offered the Baltimore & Ohio and 
the New York Central each one-third 
of his holdings, and the deals were 
closed. 


Appeals te the Commission. 


Mr. Van Sweringen took the stand 
at the resumption of the inquiry con- 
ducted for the commission by its fi- 
nance director, Charles D. Mahaffie, 
into the Chesapeake & Ohio’s plan 
to acquire the Pére Marquette and 
Erie Railroads. Testimony by him 
that the Van Sweringens had bor- 
rowed more than $63,000,000 from J. 
P. Morgan & Co., the First National 
Bank and the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany of New York and banking in- 
stitutions “elsewhere, led to a bitter 
row between opposing counsel. 

The quarrel culminated in an .p- 
peal direct to the commission by 
counsel for Mr. Van Sweringen from 
a ruling by Mr. Mahaffie requiring 
the witness to answer a question 
calling for exact information as to 
the monthly purchases by the Van 
Sweringen brothers and associated 
interests in Chesapeake & Ohio stock 
from the date of their origina] in- 
vestment in the road’s securities.

WITNESSES ACCUSE UNIONS

disputes about building construction 
the public, which’ is vitally con- 
cerned, is without representation, 
Merwin K. Hart of the State of New

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LONDON, June 14.—Moscow is in 
a state of panic and foreigners are 
fleeing from the city, according to a 
Warsaw dispatch:to The Daily Mail, 
quoting statements by people who 
have arrived in the Polish capita] 
from Moscow. 








These arrivals report that a state 
of “strengthened military protec- 
tion’”’ has been proclaimed in Moscow 
and neighborhood. The population 
is panic-stricken and crowds of for- 
eigners are leaving. The Soviet au- 
thorities are refusing passports to 
their own nationals. The telegraphic 
censorship has been tightened and 
even private telegrams are not ac- 
cepted for transmission ‘abroad. 

There have been innumerable ar- 
rests and a state of siege * expected 
at any moment. 

The army reservists in the Ukraine 
have been called up for longer train- 
ing, a step which will increase the 
strength of the army in Ukraine by 
300,000 men. __. .

More Reprisal Executions. 


Further reprisal.executions in Rus- 
sia for the assassination of Voikoff 
ere reported in a Riga dispatch to 
The Daily Mail. Twénty-eight more 
ex-Czarist officers have been arrested 
and shot in Moscow, according to 
this dispatch, while at Odessa the 
Ogpu announces that eleven former 
merchants and officers have been 
executed on a charge of spying for 
Rumania. The reprisal shootings 
now number’ more than one hun- 
dred.’ . 

It’ is added that the new Red terror 
has more than doubled the number 
of suicides in Moscow, where there 
are ten to fifteen daily. 

One thousand middle-class people 
have been arrested in Moscow and 
Leningrad in the last few days and 
from both cities heavily guarded 
freight trains are being sent to 
Siberia every night with prisoners. 

An announcement by the Ogpu is 
quoted from the Moscow Izvestia, 
stating that should further attacks 
be made on Commissars twenty-five 
more .prominent Russians held as 
hostages in Moscow prisons will im- 
mediately be executed. 

Training Girls in Warfare. 

Extensive war training of children, 
including girls in Soviet schoo’s, is 
proceeding. 

Moscow papers received in London, 
says The Daily Mail, show that girls 
are being taught rifle shooting and 
the universities are to provide offi- 
cers for men’s and women’s battal- 
lions. 

All girls in the secondary schools 
and colleges must devote at least 
two hours daily to rifle practice in 
addition to “gas drill’ and hand- 
grenade attacks.

A group of war veterans 
who were tucked away in a little 
room as far removed from the speak- 
ers’ table as possible, without a pos- 
sible chance to hear anything, was 
especially bitter at the arrangements. 


Mr. Whalen’s Statement. 


Mr. Whalen made the following 
statement in explanation of the de- 
lay: 

‘“‘We are certain it is appreciated 
by the guests of the Mayor’s commit- 
tee at the city’s dinner in honor of 


Colonel Lindbergh that the number 
in attendance far exceeded any ban- 
quet planned or held in any country 
of the world. ' 

‘‘Approximately 3,700 persons were 
in attendance at the banquet, and 
in order to insure the proper seating 
accommodations it became necessary 
to verify the seating lists because 
hundreds who had received invita- 
tions but had failed to respond to 
them appeared at the hotel and found 
their names were not on the seating 
list. This naturally led to some con- 
fusion. Everything possible was 
done by the staff of the Mayor’s 
committee to facilitate the seating 
of the city’s guests, but it is hoped 
that the ensuing delay was offset in 
a large measure by the general ex- 
cellence of the entire program and 
the inspiring presence of the chief 

est of honor. 

“With the guests once seated, the 
program moved smoothly and rapid- 
ly and the preliminary inconvenience 
was soon forgotten, I hope, sub- 
merged in the eagerness of all pres- 
ert to honor Colonel Lindbergh.”’

He 
diplomatically complimented every- 
body on the sportsmanship shown, 
and then asked those in the main 
billroom to crowd forward and leave 
the doorways open so that those who 
had been obliged to sit in the out- 
side rooms during the dinner could 
get inside the main room or at least 
peek in through the doors. 

Bishop Dunn, representing Car- 
dinal Hayes, delivered: the invoca- 
tion. The band then played, where- 
upon all the lights in the room were 
turned out except one. This illumi- 
nated a composite picture high up 
on a wall at one side of the room, 
representing Colonel Lindbergh’s 
flight from New York to Paris. 
While it was shown, a radio an- 
nouncer for Station WNYC, the mu- 
nicipal broadcasting station, de- 
scribed the flight, for the benefit of 
the unseen audience as well as the 
diners. 

Mayor Walker, as  toastmaster, 
started a second ovation for Colonel 
Lindbergh when he declared: 

“‘We are here to pay tribute to the 
leading aviator of the world.’’

The Colonel’s Reply. 


Colonel Lindbergh in his 
said: 


After I had been out of New 
York about twenty-eight hours 
there was a certain amount of fog 
and I had a little trouble over 
sleet and storm. I had been flying 
all night and all day, ed over 
icebergs and ice fields of Milton, 
Nova Scotia, and about that time 
the mountains of the Irish Coast, 

ast Ireland, 


the Western 
loomed into the distance. 

Five hours later, after I landed 
at Le Bourget, I said to an Irish- 
man in that the southwest 
coast of Ireland was the most 
beautiful sight I had ever seen. 

The next day cables of invitation 
to visit Ireland and Dublin began 
to come to me. At Le Bourget all 
the soldiers that were available 
from the French Air Service and 
adjoining fields were powerless to 
hold back the French people. They 
walked completely over an iron 
fence seated in concrete. 

In the City of Paris, standing 
shoulder to shoulder, the police 
were unable to hold back the 
crowds. At Croydon 1,300 London 
bobbies, the pride of Scotland 
Yard, were entirely lost in that 
London crowd which is so easily 
held in check by a handful of those 
bobbies. 


Praises New York Police. 


New York overshadowed London 
and Paris put together, and a great 


deal more. Yet at no time did I 
see a break in the lines of the New 
York police. I do not believe there 
is another country in the world, 
another city in the world, that can 
show a police organization like 
New York. 

This is a very fitting time to look 
forward to the possibilities of avia- 
tion in America. This —2— is 
naturally situated to be the leading 
country in aeronautics in the 
world. It is possible to fly long 
distances without crossing an in- 
ternational border. The weather 
conditions are good on the whole. 
We have a people to whom time 
means more than to the people of 
any other country, and we have an 
air mail service better than that of 
any European nation or group of 
nations. 

Yet, there is great room for im- 
provement in the United States in 
aeronautics. We have practically 
no passenger lines. Our greatest 
need today is for air ports, closer 
to cities; might save several hours 
in flying between two large cities 
and lose one hour at each city in 
traveling to and from the air port 
in that city. We need modern air 
ports close to the centre of towns. 
Our mail service which is now 
practically entirely in the hands of 
private operators is in a few cases 
on a ying basis. By a paying 
basis I do not mean that there is 
any margin, any large margin of 

rofit. ost of those lines are 
ust about holding their own, or 
losing a little each year. If we 
could have an increased volume of 
air mail by 50 per cent., we could 
undoubtedly develop our mail lines 
and put them on a paying basis in 
a very short time. 

Transatlantic travel between this 
country and Europe is only a mat- 
ter of development. It will not 
come immediately, but within a 
few years. Ships used will un- 
doubtedly carry multimotors, and 
w be to land on water and 
weather a storm. The next great 
step in transoceanic communica- 
tion by air is that of the multi- 
motor machine. I believe that 
these machines will begin to dem- 
onstrate their possibilities within a 
very short time, although regular 
communication will not come until 
years of research and development 
have passed. 


Greatest Present Need. 


In the meantime, the most im- 
portant thing for us to do is to de- 


velop the transcontinental branch 
lines which we already have. A 
commercial air service in America 
gives a reserve in case of war 
which we can develop in no other 
way. Experienced pilots cannot be 
trained as quickly as airplanes can 
be built. e do not invite war; 
= one of the surest ways of avert- 
it is to have a trained person- 
nel which can be mobilized quickly 
in case of war. A commercial air 
service will give us that personnel 
in the matter of fighting planes in 
case we are forced into conflict. 
Our planes in the army air port 
are the most developed in the 
world, although we have very few 
fn sayin “without thee, least, aune 
’ ou exag- 
on, that the — of the 
nited States Army have no equal 
in the civilized world. ? 

I would like to bring forward the 
necessity of develo an air port 
as quickly as possi each town 
and city of this country. As soon 
as those air ports are at the 
disposal of American airmen, we

Plans Made for Drive to Raise 
$1,000,000 to Commemorate 
Lindbergh’s Flight. 


CALL TO ALL LONG ISLAND 


Aid of Banks Enlisted In Campaign 
to Start Tomorrow at Big 
“Homecoming” of Flier.

Our Recreational Parks. 


The making of parks is not a new 
idea in the world. We can trace 
it back to the Hanging Gardens of 
Babylon and the practice of the 
early Egyptians, from whence it 
leads down through all the Old 
World history.

Parks 
were private affairs for the benefit 
of royalty and the nobility. Areas

It is true that Boston Common 
reaches back to 1634, but it was a 
common in those days only in the 
legal sense that it was a place for 
public e.

Crashes Soon After Take-Off 
on Paris-to-India Attempt— . 
Machine Burns. 


WEIGHT PROVES TOO MUCH 


Craft Which French Hoped to Cap- 
ture Distance Record Collapses 
Under Load—Aviators Jump.

PARIS, June 14.Misfortune con- 
tinues to trail the efforts of French 
aviators to establish new long dis- 
tance records. Captain Pelletier 
a@’Oisy and Gonin, faithful com- 
panions in several sensational flights 
and among the most brilliant French 
aviators, are the latest to fail. 

Leaving the flying field. at ‘Le Bour- 
get this afternoon in a 650 horse- 
powered biplane with’ the ‘dntention 
of bettering the long distance record 
of Chamberlin and Levine by fly- 
ing to Karachi, India, without a stop, 
the famous ‘‘Pivolo’’ and his assist- 
ant had flown only ten kilometers 
beyond their starting point when 
they were forced to earth, their ma- 
chine crashing and catching fire the 
moment it hit the ground. 


Officials and spectators, among 
them the wives of the two aviators, 
on perceiving the cloud of smoke and 
flame which suddenly ascended in 
the distance, realized that the avi- 
ators had met with a serious 
ter. Several airmen immediately 
flew to the scene of the crash. 

When they arrived at the field be- 
tween Paris and Chantilly, where 
d’Oisy’s plane was releasing volumes 
of flame and smoke, the aviators 
found d’Oisy and Gonin sitting at 
the side of a road unharmed, but 

rofoundly depressed over the un- 

appy conclusion of what was to 
have been a record-smashing flight. 
The two fliers were taken back to 
Paris in automobiles. 
Found Weight Too Much for Plane. 

According to d’Oisy’s account of 
what happened, their plane, carrying 
5,100 litres of line, had scarcely 
left Le Bourget when it became evi- 
dent to both aviators they could not 
hope to achieve any sort of altitude 
with the weight which they were 


carrying. 

D’Oisy decided it would be best to 
turn back, but the controls failed 
to operate. He therefore determined 

land in a wheat field along the 
Chantilly Road. He managed to 
raighten out the plane before land- 
ng, ut it had rolled a distance of 
only twenty meters when the landing 
gear suddenly collapsed. 

Foreseeing the possibility of gaso- 
line escaping and the machine catch- 
ing fire, d’Oisy immediately shouted 
to Gonin to jump. 

Gonin jumped ‘to one side and 
d’Oisy to the other just as the plane 
began to burn. Pulling out extin- 
a the aviators tried to quench 

he flames, but their efforts were 
suddenly baffled by the explosion of 
the gasoline tank. 

“After that we had to run as 
not to be broiled alive,’’ said D’ ‘Oisy. 

The crash of D’Oisy’s machine was 
a great disappointment to French air 
experts. It was a Secm biplane 
equipped with a Lorraine motor and 
had proved in previous tests capable 
of carrying the weight with which it 
left Le Bourget Field today. 


D’Oisy Had Confidence in Plane, 


D’Oisy had complete confidence in 
the ability of the machine to out- 
distance the Bellanca plane, in which 


Chamberlin and Levine crossed the 
Atlantic. His plan was to fly from 
Paris to Saigon, Indo-China, in two 
laps, breaking the journey at Kara- 
chi. From Paris to Karachi would 
have been approximately 3,700 miles, 
a distance greater than that achieved 
Chamberlin and Levine between 
ew York and their first landing at 
Eisleben, Germany. 

D’Oisy and Gonin originally in- 
tended ' to leave Le Bourget in the 
early hours of the morning. When 
they arrived on the field, however, 
they found that atmospheric condi- 
tions were not at all favorable for 
the departure. During the after- 
moon reports of the-~ idtecrolbrical 
Bureau ndicated favorable weather 

as Constantinople.

The Debacle at Shanghai.

Dr. Jacobs Declares Apostolic Suc- 
cession Is Evidenced in Acceptance 
of Communion.

UTICA, N. Y., June 14.—Much of 
the life of the Lutheran Church is 
‘anemic’? and ‘‘poverty stricken,’’ 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel Trexler of New 
York City, President of the Lutheran 
Synod of New York and New Eng- 
land, stated in his annual report to 
that body, which opened its twenty- 
sixth annual meeting in the new 
Lutheran Church of the Redeemer 


| this evening. 


‘“‘Congregations which have not 
yet measured up to the amount of $4 
per confirmed member should imme- 
diately take such action,’’ declared 
Dr. Trexler. At the same time it 
is a matter of thankfulness that in-| w 
creasingly congregations are going) © 
beyond this legalistic figure.’ 

Dr. Trexler called on his synod to 
support generously the work of the 
National Lutheran Council. 

‘In doing this the congregations 
will also be conserving for them- 
selves the world vision of the Luth- 
eran Church,” said the President. 

Dr. Trexler announced that begin- 
ning on ‘ormation Day this Fall, 
the United Lutheran Church would 
organize all its synods, brotherhoods, 
Luther leagues and other societies 
for a nation-wide campaign within 
its own communion for $4,000,000 for 
a ministerial pension fund. 

Holy communion opened the ser- 
vice this eyening with Dr. Trexler 
presiding. 

The sermon was preached by the 


Rev. Dr. Charles M. Jacobs, newly 
installed President of Mount Airy 
Lutheran Theo Seminary, 
Philadelphia, who succeeded his 
father in the position. 

Dr. Jacobs’s theme was “The Holy 
Communion.’’ His text was I Corin- 
thians, xi 23-28. He said in part: 

“This sacrament is a confession oF 
faith. When we receive it we are 
ing evidence that we belong in at 
true apostolic succession which is 
the succession of believers in Jesus 
Christ. But over and above that we 
are testifying to the centrality of 
Christ in the Church. 

‘The sacrament is also a confes- 
sion of the cross. To the modern 
mind the cross is not a welcome 
theme. It is out of harmony with 
the optimistic outlook upon life on 
which we pride ourselves. This view 
of life is not the discovery of modern 
times. 

“This is the explanation of the 
popularity that the so-called ‘develop- 
ment theories’ have enjoyed till very 
recently.

RIGA, June 14.—The Central Com- 
mittee of the Bolshevist Artists’ 
Trade Union at Moscow has passed a 
resolution requesting the Commissa- 
riat of Education formally to deprive 
Feodor Chaliapin, the singer, of the 
title of ‘‘People’s Artist’’ conferred 
on him in the earlier stages of the 
revolution, on the charge that he 
‘‘contributed 5,000 francs to the sup- 
port of unemployed Russian exiles in 
Paris.”’ 

The decision followed a discussion 
in the Soviet press on whether Chal- 
jiapin was really a ‘‘People’s Artist’’ 
or a “‘White Guard.”’

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A SNUG LITTLE PARTY. 

While many Democratic leaders 
are preaching the need of compro- 
mise and harmony in their party, a 
few valiant newspapers in the South 
are spoiling for another fight like 
that of 1924. Their argument is 
military rather than political. They 
say that it is important to have 
cowards and malingerers and would- 
be deserters expelled from the Dem- 
ocratic army. If there must be con- 
troversies or irreconcilable conflicts 
within the party, let them be fought 
out, and then let the survivors march 
on confident that they can have full 
trust in each other, and that they 
will be a sort of disciplined and vet- 
eran Gideon’s Band that never 
wavers in its principles and never 
runs away from battle. The general 
idea seems to be to make of the 
Democratic Party a noble associa- 
tion of tried men who may die but 
will never surrender. 

Unfortunately, ‘political elections 
in this country are decided by count 
of heads, not of swords. It is true 
that military metaphors are often 
used by party orators, who in the 
exuberance of their rhetorical imagi- 
nation see a party “closing up the 
ranks,” “ fighting shoulder to shoul- 
der,” and fired with.a high resolve 
never to submit or yield. But on the 
political battlefield it is more im- 
portant to have a numerous army 
than one merely trained to fight to 
the death in the last bastion of 
its creed. Reinforcements must be 
sought, not repelled. After all, a po- 
litical party has not much reason 
for existence unless it hopes some 
day to be strong enough, which 
means having votes enough, to win 
an election. Only an unworldly and 
transcendental philosopher of poli- 
tics could long take comfort in being 
one of a party that was small and 
growing beautifully fess, though it 
clung tenaciously to the faith once 
delivered.

TENSION IN RUSSIA. 


Close on the official announce- 
ment at Moscow of twenty prisoners 
executed on charges of espionage 
and counter-revolutionary activity, 
Odessa reports eleven new death 
sentences. This time the guilty for- 
eign Power is not Great Britain, but 
Rumania. The upflare of Cheka 
ruthlessness, like the militant tone 
of the notes which Moscow continues 
to address to Warsaw in the case of 
the murdered Soviet Minister, is ex- 
plained by the need of bracing up 
such public opinion as exists in 
Soviet Russia in the face of two 
disconcerting defeats, These are the 
failure of the Communist enterprise 
in China and the rupture of diplo- 
matic and official trade relations 
with Great Britain. The Cheka 
firing squads and the strong tone 
with Poland are alleged to be the 
answer to British machinations, but 
press comment outside of Russia is 
justified in interpreting both forms 
of Soviet activity as intended pri- 
marily for domestic effect. 

Soviet or Communist policy has 
moved forward on two flanks. In 
Asia has been fostered the “ worid 
revolution,” the emancipation of the 
“ colonial slaves” 
of Western imperialism. In Europe 
has been attempted a modus vivendi, 
with the capitalist and imperialist 
Governments in order to relieve Rus- 
sia’s unhappy economic condition. It

Trade 
agreements and diplomatic recogni- 
tions. .satisfied the moderates at 
Moscow. ‘The Communist effort in 
China pleased the extremists.

Developments in C’ na might have 
been foreseen except by the most 
sanguine of the Communist faithful. 
Great Britain’s action, to judge from 
the tone of the official Soviet press, 
ha- created bewilderment. Itr li- 


ke fies the basic ideas to which the 


Soviet public has been educated. The 
Russian people have been taught 
that Western capit-lism is tottering 
and to save itself must seek truce 
and trade with Russia. They have 
also br-- taught that capitalism has 
no principles or ideals, but will do 
business wherever a profit is in 
sight. Now comes Great Britain and 
upsets both notions. Far from tot- 
tering on the brink of destruction, 
British capitalism is strong enough, 
according to Moscow’s own allega- 
tion, to plan war against Russia. 
And Britisk capitalists have shown 
that they are willing to forego trade 
and prof-*s if some more power‘ul 
motive presents itself. China is 
turning its back on communism and 


; | Burope is showing that it can do 


without Russia. To discourage too 
many questions on ‘the part of a 
puzzled public and to revive some- 
thing of the fervor of early revolu- 
tic-ary days, the Cheka has begun 
to function dramatically.

TARTARIN SURRENDERS. 

M. LEON DAUDET, long famous for 
his sobriety of language, was justly 
pained by the senténce of the court 
that condemned him to five months’ 
imprisonment for “defamation” of 
the taxi driver in whose cab his son 
PHILIPPE was found dead two years 


ago. In a speech on May 29 he 
stated his offense: 


My dear fellow-citizens, he whom 
you see here will have to go to 
‘prison for the crime of fatherhood 
since he has defended against a 
rotten magistracy and a police of 
assassins the memory of his son. 
Well, I repeat to the Government 
of the Republic the challenge I 
have already made. Let them put 
me in prison. We shall see. 

On reflection he decided that he 
wouldn’t go. His engagement was 
for 1 P. M., June 10, at the Palace 
of Justice. He answered the Procu- 
reur Général’s invitation. by a pub- 
lic refusal in L’Action . Francaise. 
It would be an insult to the memory 
of his son to take a cheerful hand 
in the accomplishment of this “ in- 
iquity.” Then, with a view to pro- 
longing the incident and doing some 
innocent advertising for his journal 
which has had some hard blows 
this year, he refused to be arrested. 
He “ barricaded” himself in his of- 
fice, eligibly situated near the larg- 
est railway station in Paris. He was 
“guarded” by a thousand or so 
Hawkers of the King, those daunt- 
less heroes who are not afraid to 
stone a Bishop or even an Arch- 
bishop. 

Communists gathered, spoiling for 
a fight. Royalists yelled in the 
streets and wielded their canes. The 
police were busy but amused. The 
spectators were delighted. “I will 
not surrender,” cried Tartarin on 
June 10, 11,12. Yet on June 11, the 
beginning of the end was in sight. 
A churlish rain came down in 
bucketfuls. The Hawkers of the 
King don’t like to get wet. There 
are moments when they are capable 
of putting their clothes before their 
sovereign; and even Communist heat 
won’t stand too much sprinkling. 
Tartarin, who occasionally ventured 
from his “barricade” to his bal- 
cony, must have taken warning. 
Anyway, he took it Monday. The 
ingenious Prefect of Police stationed 
three fire engines right against 
Tartarin’s headquarters and fort. 
All was over, though there was no 
uncomely haste. 

The Hawkers of the King, fearless 
against a Bishop, quailed at the 
prospect of being squirted on. It 
was the moment for Tartarin to step 
on the balcony. Marianne’s flag, 
one grieves to know, was behind 
him. In the square the Prefect, 
bareheaded, made his neat little 


for the same reason he wasn’t going 
to surrender, “the memory of his 
boy”; likewise for France and to 
avoid “bloodshed.” But it was 
watershed he was avoiding. So the 
outdoor comedy is over for the pres- 
ent. It will be resumed indoors. 
M. DAUDET’S obsession in regard to 


M. SEMARD, Secretary General of the 
Communist .Party and editor of 

Humanité, was lugged off uncere- 
moniously to “do” his eight months 
while Tartarin was enjoying him- 
self on the balcony. Great excite- 
ment and terrible loss of words. If 
Marianne, now reasonably mature 
and tough, is ever to be devoured, 
LEO, however raging, won’t be the 
swallower...

THE WOODPECKERS’ CLUB. 

Is it possible that a rift has come 
between those two mentors of Fed- 
eral economy, Budget Director Lorp 
and Controller General McCCARL? 
The other day the latter ordered all 
the telephones out of one of the 
divisions of his office because the 
clerks depended on them too much 
in making up claim slips and didn’t 
get the record down in black and 
white. Now comes General LORD 
and says that the trouble with Fed- 
eral bureau clerks is that they do 
too much letter-writing. He thinks 
Government correspondence could be 
reduced 30 per cent. “ without inter- 
ference with necessary functions.” 

Perhaps claims do need an extra 
twist or two of red tape. But if 
General LorpD succeeds in unwinding 
it he will add to his laurels. He 
might begin with the State Depart- 
ment. It has a rule that all incom- 
ing letters must be summarized in 
the reply. It usually begins: “I am 
“in receipt of your letter of Dec. 6, 
“1926, in which you request,” and 
then details all the requests, no mat- 
ter how extensive or impossible of 
compliance. That makes for wear 
and tear on typewriters, and for 
routineers in clerks. But the system 
probably couldn’t be changed with- 
out a diplomatic revolution. Gov- 
ernment clerks seem to fall natu- 
rally into the formal and expansive 
style, although the Department of 
Commerce has lately made a drive 
on “Yours of the 16th inst. re- 
ceived and contents noted,” and 
other such witless formalities. 

While General LorD has made the 
Federal Board on Simplified Office 
Procedure a sort of censor of offi- 
cial styles in letter-writing, he is 
apparently relying on the lowliest 
men and women on the Government 
payroll to help carry out little econ- 
omies on a scale that will mean an 
appreciable Government saving. At 
the annual budget meeting he didn’t 
talk about the great oaks that grew 
from little acorns, but he did inau- 
gurate the Loyal Order of Wood- 
peckers. It seems that when a lec- 
turer on conservation asked if any- 
body present had ever done any- 
thing to conserve the country’s tim- 
ber supply, somebody spoke up and 
said that he had once shot a wood- 
pecker. So the Woodpecker Club is 
to attack tiny official waste. It 
will be a collaborator of the Two 
Per Cent. Club, composed of the 
higher-ups on whom the Budget Di- 
rector has imposed the task of leav- 
ing unfilled that percentage of the 
vacancies in the Federal service oc- 


,| curring each year. 


OUR CHANGING ILLUSTRATORS. 


During the twenty years of the 
late COLES PHILLIPS’S work as an 
artist the world of illustration has 
altered greatly. His own talent and 
original ideas had something to do 
with the changes, and his death re- 
moves a gifted leader. Fellow- 
artists respected his unusual ability. 
CHARLES DANA GIBSON, J. C. LEyY- 
ENDECKER and others thought him 
unique in his field, and thousands 
of readers of well-printed magazines 
will miss his distinctive work in the 
advertising pages. His amazingly 
beautiful girls had a piquancy of 
their own. Certain articles for 
which he made advertising drawings 
are inextricably associated with a 
tall, slim maiden with a saucy pro- 
file, dangling, graceful legs, and a 
background into which she melted 
without outline. His distinguished 
work was imitated, but never suc- 
cessfully, for he added to his strik- 
ing originality a nice feeling for 
color and design. 

His personality, reflected in his 
work, doubtless had a certain influ- 
ence on other artists. But even 
without him and others who have 
struck out in a new direction, illus- 
tration and the uses to which it is 
now put are not at all the same as 
some years ago. Then a stigma at- 
tached to commercial art. If EDWIN 
ABBEY, HOWARD PYLE or EDWARD 
PENFIELD had permitted drawings of 
theirs to be used for advertising 
purposes, they would have appeared 
anonymously. The illustration work 
they did was for books and maga- 
zines. 

Conditions for the young artist 
today who wants to be an illustra- 
tor are not favorable unless he is 
willing to cultivate the gods of 
trade. The constantly increasing 
cost of book production has resulted 
in cutting down the picturization of 
the scenes in fiction. Once in a 
while a novel made from a movie 
comes out. bedecked. with “ stills” 
from the screen, but ordinarily the 
heroine is left to the author’s pow- 
‘ers Of description and the reader’s 
imagination. This arrangement 
suits many authors, for they were 
often dissatisfied with the represen- 
tation of their darlings. The reader, 
too, is probably as well pleased, for 





ferences arising between author and 
‘illustrator. is. related by W. A, 
RoGers, the cartoonist, in his book 
of reminiscences, “ A World Worth 
While.” WILLIAM DEAN HOWELLS 
insisted that his hero appear with 
flowing side whiskers. Rocers felt 
sure that the man was clean shaven. 
The story, running in Harper’s 
Weekly, showed him in the first 
week’s illustration with long whis- 
kers. Each week Rocers clipped 
off a few inches, unobserved by 
HOWELLS, and at the happy ending 
the hero was beardless. 

Children’s books are still elabo- 
rately and expensively illustrated. 
Artists who feel stifled by the re- 
quirements of advertisers demanding 
the perfect, realistic rendering of a 
tomato, a slice of ham or a pair 
of shoes are willing to do work that 
allows them play of fancy for al- 
most nothing. Publishers say that 
for every famous illustrator who 
commands high prices there are fifty 
who are good, but unrecognized. 
Magazine fiction is still illustrated, 
but the chief market for the young 
artist today is in the commercial 
field. 


PRAISE FOR THE SOIL. 

Political oracles will doubtless 
read profound significance in the 
fact that Mr. COOLIDGE, who was 
“raised” on a rock-farm in New 
England, praised soil on the eve of 
his departure for the centre of agra- 
rian unrest. That he spoke feelingly 
as one who himself had struggled 
to make one blade of grass do the 
work of two removes any possible 
sting that might be felt by the citi- 
zens of Western South Dakota, who 
have always been a little sensitive 
whenever soils are mentioned. Like 
New Englanders, they are prone to 
blame the weather—and the politi- 
cians—for their crop shortages, and 
dislike having outsiders intimate 
that other parts of the country are 
more fertile. 

The President had no particular 
section in mind when he prophesied 
a transition from extensive to inten- 
sive farming. This change has al- 
ready been taking place in the East 
and near the large Middle Western 
cities. It is inevitable wherever soil 
and climate permit. At the root of 
improvement is, of course, proper 
utilization and replenishment of the 
soil, which means not only planting 
crops best suited to local conditions, 
but also scientific treatment of the 
ground. The various State Agricul- 
tural Bureaus and the Federal agen- 
cies have been carrying on soil sur- 
veys for years and are prepared to 
analyze soils and recommend the 
types of fertilizers most likely to 
improve them. 

The difficulty has been to induce 
farmers to avail themselves of this 
service. Most of the younger men 
who are familiar with the modern 
principles of scientific farming ap- 
preciate the importance of soil 
studies and welcome the research 
carried on by chemists and others at 
Washington and in the -field. But 
many. of the older farmers, however 
loudly they may call for Federal aid, 
still are distrustful of “ experts.” 
This has been explained by the fail- 
ure of Government officials cor- 
rectly to forecast weather. If Uncle 
Sam’s meteorological experts know 
so little about the weather, they ar- 
gue, why should his soil experts 
know more than the farmer? 

Fully as important as soil enrich- 
ment is the study of plants with a 
view to finding strains that will 
give the biggest yields under specific 
climatic and soil conditions. It takes 
no more effort to plant and culti- 
vate good strains on good soils than 
poor strains on poor soils. Increase 
in yield per acre is therefore likely 
to depend largely on the intelligent 
use of the discoveries made by the 
soil and plant experts. Intensive 
farming implies smaller farms, 
especially in the neighborhood of 
urban centres. When the trend to- 
ward intensive farming becomes 
more marked the work of the pres- 
ent scientific pioneers will assume 
even greater importance. The coun- 
try took to machinery fast enough. 
This was partly due to the fact that 
machimery was particularly adapted 
to the large farms in the level coun- 
try of the great Middle Western 
plains. Already it is taking to the 
use of chemical fertilizers. In time 
we may see the farmers looking to 
the scientists for help, and blam- 
ing them rather than the President 
for periodical depressions in the 
agrarian States. 


LOGIC AND VOTERS. 
In his recent address to women 
Conservatives at Albert Hall, Prime 
Minister BALDWIN defended the low- 
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sage in any trade or business pre- 
viously « to-her because. of her 
sex. Then the Prime Minister went 
on: 

Is there anything unfair, foolish, 
illogical, in saying. that women 
who are qualified in any of these 
ways by law are unfit to vote? A 
woman may serve on a jury, she 
may be a doctor of medicine, she 
may give a death certificate, she 
may decide om a question of life or 
death where an operation may take 
place, but there are people who say 
she is not’ fit to vote. That is 
rather difficult to defend in public. 

It, should not require any great 

amount of feminine instinct, or even 
of feminine logic, to see that there 
is a difference between especially 
competent and trained women and 
all the rest of their sisters, The Gov- 
ernment proposal is to let them all 
have the vote. But it is a decidedly 
lame argument that this is right for 
them because it plainly would be 
right for highly educated and excep- 
tional women. The same reasoning 
would, of course, apply to men, and 
would be equally fallacious in re- 
spect to them. This must have been 
quite obvious to Mr. BALDWIN’S 
hearers, who were no doubt willing 
to accept the Prime Minister’s con- 
clusion, no matter by what zigzag 
logical processes they perceived that 
he reached it. 


The real justification for extend- 
ing the suffrage to all women is 
much the same as for extending it to 
all men. If it is expedient to make 
the voting age for men 21 years, the 
same criterion cannot be denied to 
women. If we are going in for rep- 
resentative government on the basis 
of universal suffrage, we must make 
it universal, or at least equal be- 
tween the sexes after it has been de- 
cided that women are to have the 
vote. Mr. BALDWIN said he had 
been told that there was a great 
deal of “silliness” among young 
women. He remembered hearing 
that when he himself was young, but 
he had not failed to observe that 
there is also a great deal of silliness 
among the middle-aged and the old, 
men as well as women. Then there 
was the objection that women in 
England greatly outnumber men. 
But there had not as yet been polit- 
ical division on the lines of sex, and 
there was no reason to suppose that 
there would be. Public affairs 
needed the interest and the help of 
women, and for himself, the Prime 
Minister said, “I not only look with 
“no apprehension at the enfran- 
“chisement of both sexes at the 
“same age, I welcome it.” 


CANADA’S DAY AT MONS. 


At Mons on Sunday Lieut. Gen. 
Sir HENRY BURSTALL, who com- 
manded the Second Canadian Divi- 
sion, unveiled a plaque to commemo- 
rate the capture of the town by Ca- 
nadian troops in the last twenty- 
four hours of the great war. The 
memorial shows two Canadian 
standards and the Dominion coat- 
of-arms, and bears the following in- 
scription: 

Mons was recaptured by the Ca- 
nadian corps in November, 1918. 
After fifty months of German oc- 
cupation freedom was restored to 
the city. Here was fired the last 
shot of the great war. 

A body of mounted Canadian ex- 
service men, now residing in Eng- 
land, and a detachment of Belgian 
troops were present. Histories of 
the war have had little to say about 
the recapture of Mons, but Sir JOHN 
FRENCH’S retreat in 1914 before an 
enemy in great strength has been 
described in detail. BUCHAN says 
that on the night before the armi- 
stice the Canadians of HORN#’s first 
army were “in position round the 
place ”; that sharp fighting went on, 
and that at dawn a Canadian divi- 
sion “ entered the streets and estab- 
“lished a line east of the town, while 
“the carillons of the belfries played 
“*Tipperary’.” When the memorial 
was unveiled “O Canada” pealed 
from the church towers. The orator 
was the Hon. RODOLPHE LEMIEUX, 
Speaker of the Canadian House of 
Commons. He gave an account of 
the capture. The evening of Nov. 10 
found the Third Canadian Division, 
under Major Gen. LOOMIS, “ close up 
“to the ancient town on the west 
“and south.” General BURSTALL 
with the Second Division, after push- 
ing through the villages of Ciply 
and Mesvin, had gained the Mons- 
Givry road. As there were many 
civilians living in Mons, no bombard- 
ment was attempted. Immediately 
after dark the Seventh Canadian 
Infantry Brigade made a rush and 
cleared the suburbs of Nimy and 
Petit Nimy with the bayonet. The 
Germans still held on, and their ma- 
chine-gun fire was stubborn. But by 
6 A. M. all the streets were cleared. 
Meanwhile the heights of Bois La 
Haut and the village of St. Sym- 
phorien were occupied by the Sec- 
ond Division. By 11 A. M., when 
fighting was to cease by the terms 


-}of the armistice, the Canadians had 


established their lines five miles east 


of Mons. They were supported by 


the Fifth (British) Lancers, which 
had fought under Sir JOHN FRENCH 
in the first battle. The Speaker told 
a story of the determination of the 
men of Hainaut to learn English 
during the German occupation, so 
that when the British recaptured the 
town they could converse with sol- 


diers of the relieving army. In a 
plot of the town cemetery lie many 
Canadian soldiers. Their graves are 
tended, as the Hon. RopotrPue Le- 
MigUX said, with a reverence that 
eS "CS es Se 
the Belgian people. * 
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idk; they read the dispatch from 
London to Tus New York Tres 
about the protest of the Liverpool 
Union of Girls’ Clubs against the sec- 
ond stanza of ‘‘Rule Britannia.’’ It 
will encourage them to renew their 
assaults upon the rather prideful 
passages in some American anthems.

New York, surrounded 
by waters so foul that 
they cannot be used in 
the Aquarium . without 
endangering the fish, 
should be interested to know that an 
Indian scientist in England has been 
conducting experiments to determine 
the nature and effects of the poisons 
most commonly found in fresh water. 

Dr. Hem SINGH PrRuTHI’s report 
shows that, apart from substances 
such as oils, gases and factory ref- 
use, much pollution comes from the 
decomposition of organic matter. 
This confirms the experience in some 
of the mountain streams in this coun- 
try in which the fish have been 
killed apparently by the mere pres- 
ence of large quantities of sawdust 
rotting in the water. 

It had always been recognized that 
the shortage of oxygen in polluted 
waters is harmful, but the experi- 
ments of the Indian scientist have 
shown that certain by-products will 
kill fish in a few hours where others 
require a day or two. 

Although the value of such studies 
is primarily scientific, it is not im- 
possible that a more thorough under- 
standing of the nature of the poisons 
in polluted water may facilitate the 
work of neutralizing them. Nothing, 
of course, can take the place of 


avoiding contamination at _ the 
source. But it may be ble to 
make the waters a little less harm- 
ful by counteracting some eet the 
more deadly toxins.

tal on which we have so long perched 
and no longer attempt to cover our- 
selves with the virtues of unselfish- 
ness, altruism and high ideals. Our 
settlements of the debts with other 
countries have been generous, from 
our viewpoint, but, considering the 
character of the loans, how and 
where the money was spent, and the 
actual help such expenditures gave 
us, how much nobler it would have 
been for us to have attempted a dif- 
ferent attitude than Borah’s “‘last 
cent”’ one. 

By this I do not mean cancellation, 
but merely a treatment of interest 
rates upon a plane above banking | 
and ordinary business transactions. 
It is the height of folly to think we 
can hold ourselves aloof from Europe 
and that we can lead an isolated ex- 
istence, Sooner or later we will come 
out in the open and send delegates 
to the League, rather than unoffi- 
cial observers without responsibility. 
Our Senate can lose none of its pre- 
cious prerogatives as long as the Su- 
preme Court functions, and as we 
are truly sincere in our wish to out- 
law war, we should join the League, 
with only the simple reservation that 
our delegates may recommend or dis- 
pute, but that our Government is the 
last court. 

As a matter of fact, Wilson’s man- 
ner and treatment of the Senate had 
more to do with our refusal than 
the Article X which was exploited as 
such a bogy to the people. Even 
now, whether from utter ignorance 
of European affairs or from stupid 
demagoguery, some of our leading 
Senators are exhorting us to refrain 
from contamination and to beware 
of European wiles and intrigue. 
What admissions of incapacity! 

Practically every one you talk poli-/|, 
tics with, in Spain, dislikes us, on 
account of our Central American 
policy. Italy has not forgotten our 
immigration law, as the care of her 
tremendously growing population is 
really a serious problem. England 
will always be too jealous of our suc- 
cess and envious of our financial po- 
sition ever to be on more than 
friendly terms with us. Here in 
France is the nation that loves us 
and cherishes the great and long 
friendship between the two republics. 

Too few people in America appre- 
ciate France’s position, and it is a 
pity that she has not learned the 
value of propaganda. Our prohibi- 
tion law was a grievous blow to her 
revenues. With all her difficulties 
in balancing her budget, it is really 
a marvel that so few writers and 
politicians have given vent to the 
natural feelings toward a creditor 
who is growing in wealth, doesn’t 
actually need the money and will not 
take goods in settlement. For a few 
years after the Civil War we were 
not in such a fair way ourselves, and 
we would not have felt charitably

“GUY E. TRIPP DEAD 


AFTER LONG ILLNESS 


Chairman of the Board of the 
Westinghouse Company 
Was 62 Years Old. 


ORDNANCE HEAD IN THE WAR 


Reorganized Metropolitan Raliway 
Company Here in 
1911. 


Gus Eastman Tripp of 32 East 
Sixty-fourth Street, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing 
Company, died shortly before: 7 
o’clock last night in the New York 
Hospital, 8 West Sixteenth Street, 
as the result of complications that 
following an intestinal operation per- 
formed three months ago. The for- 
mation of an abscess necessitated a 
minor operation last month. 

For a time his condition improved 
enough to warrant expectation for 
his recovery and three weeks ago 
he reserved accommodations for his 


attendance at the convention of the 
National Electric Light Association. 
A relapse then set in from which he 
failed rapidly. Five days ago he be- 
came unconscious. He was 62 years 
old. At the hospital when he died 
were his wife, his da ter and son- 
in-law, Mr. and Mrs. Clifford Hemp- 
hall, and another daughter, Mrs. Ar- 
thur D. D. Frost Jr. Until the funeral

Started as a Clerk. 

Mr. Tripp, orie of the most impor- 
tant executives in American industry, 
and one of the strongest advocates 
of super-power, was born in Wells, 
Maine, April 22, 1865, the son of 
Alonzo K. and Abbie F. Yeaton Tripp. 
While getting his education at the 


South Berwick Academy he “clerked 
it’ in a grocery store, and even then 
showed the unfailing courtesy and 
grasp of affairs of the business that 
employed him which distinguished his 
entire career. 


At 18 he was a clerk with the ae 


ern Railway Company, at Salem, 
Mass.; at 25 chief clerk of its Main- 
tenance and Way Department. His in- 
itial pay with this company was $6 
a week. In 1890 he became store- 
keeper for the Thompson-Houston 
Electric Company, which was filling 
a contract to electrify the West End 
Railway in Boston. A little later, as 
traveling auditor for this firm, he vis- 
ited and reported om many public 
utilities. 

In 1897 he joined Stone & Webster, 
then a comparatively young firm en- 

ged in the construction and opera- 
tion of all sorts of public utilities. He 
rose to the Vice Presidency of the 
Stone & Webster Management Asso- 
ciation and the Stone & Webster 
neering Corporation. When, in 1910, the 
firm was called into consultation on 
the affairs of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway Company of this city, then in 
the hands of receivers, Mr. Tripp was 
appointed their special representative 
in the difficult situation, and later was 
made Chairman of the Joint Committee 
on Reorganization. At the auction of 
the Metropolitan’s property in Decem- 
ber, 1911, Mr. Tripp, acting for the 
bondholders’ committee, purchased it 
for $12,010,000. 


Proves His Executive Genius. 


Mr. Tripp’s handling of all the com- 
plexities involved in the reorganiza- 
tion of the traction company proved 
his executive genius and led to his 
selection in January, 1912, as Chair- 
man of the Board of Directors of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufac- 
turing Company. He was the choice 
of a committee of five directors ap- 
pointed to fill the vacancy caused by 
the death of Robert Mather, who had 
held the office of Chairman since its 
creation in 1908, when the direction 
of the company’s affairs passed out 
of the hands of the founder, George 
Westinghouse, as a result of the re- 
ceivership, which was one of the ac- 
companiments of the panic of 1907-8. 

During the World ar Mr. Tripp 
performed services for his country sur- 
passed by few if any civilians. He was 
selected by the War Department to 
solve the problem of most efficiently 
purchasing $16,000,000,000 worth of war 
material. As chief of the Production 
Division of the Ordnance Department 
he reorganized the method.of such pur- 
chasing and accomplished the task as- 
signed him with the same conspicuous 
success that had distinguished his 
labors in peaceful industries. Enter- 
ing the Government service as a Major, 
at the end of ten months he was a 
Brigadier General and assistant to the 
Chief of Ordnance of the United States 
Army. On his resignation immediately 
after the armistice he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal for “‘par- 
ticularly meritorious service.” 

During the last few years Mr. Tripp 
had been particularly concerned with 
the future of electrical development of 
the United States. Convinced his 
wartime experience that power is an 
essential factor in our prosperity, he 
made an exhaustive study of the situa- 
tion in the United States in regard to 
the generation and distribution of 
power. He had spoken and written 
much on this subject, presenting a 
fascinating picture of the United 
States of the future in a detailed plan 
for the electrification of the entire 
country under one huge system for all 
railroads, street transportation lines, 
factories, farms and homes. His plan 
has been called the greatest electrical 
project ever definitely proposed.

He gradu- 
ated from «Rutgers in 1876, ranking 
second in his class and winning prizes 
for moral philosophy and Greek. While 
studying law he taught languages in 
the Rutgers Grammar School, at New 
Brunswick. 

He prepared for the bar in the office 
of Magie & Cross in Elizabeth and 
years later, when Governor, he ap- 
pointed Mr. Magie Chancellor of the 
State. Mr. Cross, his partner, became 
a. United States District Court Judge. 
Admitetd to the bar in 1880, Mr. Voor- 
hees began practicing in Elizabeth. His 


“| talents as a speaker drew him into pol- 


itics as a Republican, and he went to 
the Assembly in 1888, 1889 and 1890. He 
was elected to the State Senate in 1803 
and again in 1896. He established a 
personal eminence in both houses, for 
after being majority:leader in the As- 
sembly he gained the same post in the 
Senate, and in 1892 was made its pre- 
siding officer. 

When Governor John W. Griggs 
resigned to become Attorney General 
of the United States the duties of the 
Governor devolved upon the President 
of the Senate, and on February 1, 
1898, he assumed the office with the 
title of acting Governor. A curious 
situation then arose. A movement to 
nominate Voorhees in the Fall for the 
Governorship appeared to be halted 
by the constitutional provision against 
a Governor succeeding himself. He 
therefore resigned his seac in the State 
Senate, automatically taking himself 
out of the Governor’s chair and plac- 
ing Speaker Watkins in it. Thus the 
State had three Governors within a 
year. In November Mr. Voorhees was 
elected Governor for the full term of 
three years. 


Exposed State House Frauds. 


While in the Assembly Mr. Voorhees 
helped fashion the Werts High-License 
law, that greatly increased the fees 
for liquor licenses. He was influential 
in the revision of the State’s railroad | 
tax system. and he was the leader of 
the Republican Senators-elect who 
were locked out by the hold-over 
Democrats of the “Rump Senate’ 
when they demanded admission to the 
Chamber in 188%. He was Chairman 
of the Senate Inves ting Committee 
in 1885 which exposed the State House 
frauds, arousing a storm that resulted 
in the election of Governor Griggs, the 
first Republican Governor in New Jer- 
sey for twenty-five years.

His Pen Rarely Idle. 

Aside from his genera] reputation as 
a great humorist, Jerome Klapka Je- 
rome is chiefly noted for a book and a 
play, radically different, created nearly 
twenty years apart, and both supremely 
successful; “Three Men in a Boat,” 


written in 1888, and **The Passing of 
the Third Floor Back,”’ first produced 
in 1906, in which Sir Johnston Forbes- 
Robertson starred for several seasons. 
For nearly forty years Mr. Jerome’s 
has known few periods of idleness, 
the most recent product, ‘“‘My Life and 
Times, an Autobiography’’ making its 
appearance last December. 

Born at Walsall, May 2, 1859, in the 
coal district of Wales, a son of the 
Rev. Jerome Clapp Jerome, the humor- 
ist came to know poverty from his 
childhood through the flooding of the 
coal mines in which his father had in- 
vested his money. Yet he did not find 
poverty altogether repellent, even in a 
London slum. ‘One of the advantages 
of being poor,’’ he wrote in his auto- 
biography, ‘“‘is that it necessitates the 
cultivation of the virtues. I learnt to 
get up early in the morning—the be- 
ginning of all things that are of good 
repute.’’ 

At 8 he entered a middle-class school 
in London, and soon discovered a fond- 
ness for mathematics. At 15 he had 
to earn his living, and a friend got 
him a job as clerk in the Euston sta- 
tion of the Northwestern Railway. He 
endured it three years and then the 
monotony drove him out. His next 
berth at least provided variety. 


Tried te “Write a Little.” 


After two years of acting he tried 
to ‘‘write a little.”” Hig first effort, 
a story published in a Catholic paper, 
he has said, ‘“‘amounted to nothing.” 


During this early writing period Mr. 
Jerome did a lot of ordinary report- 
ing for London papers, turning in 
items of fires, inquests, &c., which 
were manifolded and sent to all the of- 
fices, papers using them paying him 
% cents a line. The amount of 
money in hand at the end of many of 
these weeks was alarmingly small. His 
stage knowledge helped him to become 
dramatic critic of The Sunday Times, 
and then things began to look better. 
They looked really bright with the pub- 
lication of ‘“‘Idle Thoughts of an Idle 
Fellow,”’ and commenced to shine with 
@® permanent brilliance with ‘Three 
Men in a Boat.’’ 

This story, which first appeared in 
Home Chimes, started as a serious his- 
tory of the Thames, but became 
+humorous because the author had just 
returned from his honeymoon with 
Georgina Nesza, daughter of Lieuten- 
ant Nesza of the Spanish Army. A 
million copies of the book were pirated 
in this country, that —28 about 
double the number of copies of TIdle 
Thoughts’’ similarly appropriated here. 

Mr. Jerome followed up his success 
by launching himself as editor of The 
Idler and of Today. In that capacity 
he was able to refuse a check for £200 
proffered by Barney Barnato for a 
laudatory article the diamond man 
wished printed about him. His edi- 
torial career ended with a libel suit 
which hinged on whether domestic gas 
could be made out of water,

Last to Hold the Rank of Com- 
modore—Received Honor Medal 
in the Spanish War. 











WASHINGTON, June 14 (#.— 
James Clarkson Gillmore, the last 
Commodore in the United States 
Navy to fly his flag before that rank 
became extinct, is dead here after 
a prolonged illness. 

Besides receiving the Congressional 
Medal of Honor for his services in 
the Spanish-American War, Com- 
modore Gillmore was cited for an 
incident in the Philippine campaign 
that aroused widespread interest. 

Held a prisoner the Filipinos 
for more than eight months after 

e had captured with a land- 
ing party of a score of men, Gill- 
more, then a Lieutenant, was lined 
up to be shot. He disconcerted his 
captors, however, when he refused to 
have his hands tied, declaring that 
that was not a fit way for an of- 
ficer and gentleman to die. While 
the Filipinos were considering his 
objection word came that another 
landing party was on its way to the 
rescue of Gillmore and his com- 
panions. The execution was post- 
poned and the Americans finally 
were released. 


Commodore Gillmore was born in 
Philadelphia seventy-two years ago. 
He served throughout the Spanish- 
American War under Captain Sigsbee 
on the auxiliary cruiser St. Paul. 


DR.A.H. FREELAND BARBOUR 


Authority on Diseases of Women 
is Dead in Scotland. 


Dr. A. H. Freeland Barbour, one 
time President of the Royal College 
of Physicians in Edinburgh, Scot- 
land, and noted authority on wo- 
men’s diseases, died suddenly at his 
home in Edinburgh on June 11.

Kentucky Court of Appeals 
Finds for Democrats in 
‘Louisville Contest. 


CITY AND COUNTY INVOLVED 


Judges Blame an inner Circle of 
- “Practical” . Republicans for 
Stuffing of Ballot Boxes. 


FRANKFORT, Ky., June 14 (#).— 

An “inner circle of practical men”’ 
ih the Republican Party cost forty- 
nine city and nine Jefferson County 
elective officials and an wundeter- 
mined number of appointees their 
jobs. : 
The Court of Appeals, in an opinion 
today in the Democratic election con- 
test, ruled that “‘no election’’ had 
been held in Louisville and Jefferson 
County in’ November, 1925. Fraud 
and conspiracy, the Court held, made 
the proceedings Gene: through in- 
valid. 

The Court scored. the practice of 
expending large sums of money in 
elections and said that the use of 
paid workers at voting precincts 
should not. be ccountenanced by any 
political party. 

The mandate of the Court, ousting 
the officers, will be issued on June 
24, without prejudice to the filing of 
a petition fora‘ rehearing within 
thirty. days. 

Successors to the ousted officials 
will br appointed by Governor W. J. 
Fields. he follows a precedent he 
established two years ago, when the 
Republican Councilmen and Alder- 
men were ousted by the Court of 
Appeals, he “doy appoint the Demo- 
cratic candida n the 1925 elec- 
tion. These —* he added by 
O’Neal as Mayor, will 
serve until their 
vember.

Stockholm Says Meeting Will 
‘Take * World Problems. 


HOPES TO — BARRIERS 


Declares International Chamber 
Will Try to Arouse Public 
Opinion for Free Movement. 


450 EXPERTS WILL AID HIM 


Leaders in Industry, Commerce and 
Finance From All Parts of 
Nation on Committee. 


Before sailing last night on the 
steamship George Washington as 
Chairman of an American delegation 
of 150 prominent business men repre- 
senting all sections of the country 
and all phases of American in- 
dustrial, financial and commercial 
life, to attend the conference of the 
International Chamber of Commerce 
at Stockholm, Sweden, from June 27 
to July 2, Owen D. Young, Chair- 
man of the Board of the General 


Electric Com , issued a state 
ment in which he emphasized the 
aleve impo of the conference 

the continued peace and prosperi 
of the American people and of 
the peoples of the world. 

Mr. Young, who was a member of 
the Dawes ssion, outlined 
what might be regarded to some ex- 
tent as a new ““Dawes plan’’ to com- 

ete the economic .reconstruction of 

e world. He stressed his belief 
that the ee international prob- 
lems were economic rather 
than political, 


Need for Cooperation Seen. 
He declared that international co- 


operation among the practical busi-/| & 


ness men of the commercial nations 
of the world was an absolute neces- 
sity in order to solve the remaining 


post-war problems which prevent 
the full development of international 
trade and of maximum prosperity 
for al] countries. The conference, he 

ned, would concentrate on ef- 
forts to. create a world ne . inion 
which, he ho * wo e the 
Governments o get te ony ton the 
removal of trade barriers between 
nations. 

Among the important questions the 
conference would discuss under this 
heading, he went on, were the free 
movement of raw materials, im ar 
and export restrictions, discri 
tory treatment of foreign ——— 
companies and capital; obstacles to 
transportation, international combi- 
nations, and complicated and -vaste- 
ful customs procedures. 

The Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States,.in a statement issued 
here yesterday, said that the Stock- 
holm conference weuld be the most 
important ever held by the Interna- 
tional Chamber. Business leaders 
from forty-three nations will meet in 
an attempt to work out a solution of 
world economic problems, chiefly the 
<limination of trade barriers.

RHINE REDUCTION PROPOSED | an

GENEVA, June 14.—Secret cove-

politics, rather than a superior oppo- 
nent such as von Biilow or Bismarck. 

Today the German Foreign Minis- 
ter, following his well-marked policy 
of attempting to get something out 
out of the war allies on each occasion 
that he attends a League -meeting, 
took both his opponents completely 
by surprise by suggesting a new bar-

He is reported to have said that it 
was a big mistake for Germany to 
come to Geneva four times a year, al- 
ways to “get something,’ that 
Stresemann must realize, as an 
“honorable and dignified member’’ of 
the world’s managing board of di- 
rectors, that the proper spirit was 
one of reciprocity, rather than of 
strict benefit. 

Later the “Big Three” formed 
themselves into a big five call- 
ing in the representatives of Italy 
and Japan for discussion of what 
they termed ‘“‘technical questions,”’ 
namely Germany’s fortifications on 
the Eastern frontier and the Rhine- 
land occupation. 


Stresemann Seeks to Bargain.

Mussolini, it is de- 
clared, will not tolerate any general 
debate, as suggested by the Yugo- 
slavs, on the entire chapter of Al- 
bania relations. 

If the specific incident is brought 
up then Italy will insist upon act- 
ing as arbitrator under the decision 
— 2 the Council of Ambassadors 

In brief, Italy is quite willing to 
act as judge in the present dispute, 
and does not intend to be placed in 
the position of the accused. So for 
the sake of harmony, every effort is 
being made to shelve the entire 
matter. 

The disarmament commission’s re- 
port, to come before the Council to- 
morrow, is likely to be tabled until 
the next session, when the Tripower 
Naval conference will have 
into history.

Story of Actor’s ill Fortune 
During Last Years Told 
in the Documents. 


IGNORE WIDOW 


Esteem for First Wife Who Died 
Last February Expressed in 
One Testament. 


The ill fortunes that befell Robert 


twelve years of his life are indicated 
in six wills he made during those 
years. Five of his wills were filed in| 
the Surrogate’s Court yesterday as 
a matter of record, pending the pro- 
bating of the sixth, which cut off 
his wife and left his estate of less 
than $10,000 to Frank Joe Godsol, 
his friend. 

While each successive will made a 
smaller provision for his wife, Mrs. 
Olga E. , until she was final- 
ly left en unprovided for, the 
last of the five revoked documents 
made last year, shows the veteran 
actor had the highest regard for his 
first wife, who divorced him in 1894 
and who died last Feb , as Mr 
Hilliard himself was near death. 
“Realizing that upon my death the 
alimony which I have oe. ee 
for many years to Clara Hil- 
liard, my first wife, ceases,’’ 

the last of his revoked wills, ‘‘I be- 
queath to this splendid woman, the 
mother of my splendid son, $2,500, 
which will provide for her temporary 
necessities; feeling positive that our 
son will thereafter give her every 
care. 

This will, made in 1926, gave three-| 
fourths of the residuary estate to 
the testator’s son, Lieut. Commander 
Robert B. Hilliard, U. 8. N., and 
one-quarter to Mr. Hilliard’s sister, 
Mrs. Carrie H. Walker. 

The first document, made in 1914, 
ma mses after the actor’s marriage to 
his widow, who was the heir to the 
fortune of James Everard, the 
brewer, left everythin to her, and 
described her as “‘my beloved wife.’’ 
The second of the wills, made in 
1916, made a similar provision, but 
substituted an executor. 

Some hint as to the matrimonial 
differences that later became public 
is shown in the third revoked will, 
made in 1923, which cut off the wife 
and left the estate tothe actor’s son. 
The next will, made in June, 1923,

David Kraus Backs Scheme to 
Give Legitimate Plays 
in 36 Cities. 





TOP RATE IS FIXED AT $1 





Equity Publication Announces the 
Project; Which Will Give 
Work to 400 Actors. 


Announcement of plans for a new 
circuit of about thirty-six theatres in 
as many cities of the United States 
and Canada which will present legiti- 
mate plays with a dollar as the high- 
est admission charge is contained in 
the June number of Equity, the of- 
ficial publication of the Actors’ 
Equity Association, to be issued to- 
day. 

The circuit, which will require the 
services of between 400 and 500 play- 
ers, will be launched about Sept. 15, 
according to Equity, by David 
Kraus, a former President of the 
Mutual Burlesque Circuit and the 
owner of various theatres and stock 
companies in the East. In the event 
the project is successful in this ter- 
ritory, Mr. Kraus plans similar cir- 
cuits in the West. 

The organization, which will be 
known as the International Circuit 
of Legitimate Theatres and will soon 
open offices at 1,440 Broadway, will 
operate somewhat along the lines of 
the burlesque wheel wtih which Mr. 


Kraus was formerly identified. A 
certain number of stars or featured 
players will receive franchises in the 
circuit by which they will be author- 
ized to or ize companies. Each 
company will be limited to a certain 
definite amount for salaries, which 
the International Circuit will pay 
Each star and featured player will, 
in addition to his salary, receive 
a week because of his franchise, and 
will get 30 per cent. of the business 
over a fi sum done by his com- 
pany in each city it plays. Where it 
is practical these franchise-holding 
—— will be presented in vehicles 

which they have been —— 
ously identified in the past. 

Since the International Circuit 
plans to have a dollar top the Equity 
Council will permit ten performances 
a week as in stock. An interestin 
innovation in producing will be tha 
the companies will go without scen- 
ery. One week ahead of each com- 
pany a scenic artist will drop in at 
its next stand and paint and build 
the sets it will require. The same man 
will also handle the advance pub- 
licity of the organization, which it is 
panned to have prepared at the New 
ork headquarters. 

There has recently been consider- 
able discussion along Broadway of 
ways and means to bring the legiti- 
mate theatre back to favor over 
the country. Theatrical managers, 
alarmed at the falling off of the 
road, have been working on plans to 
revive it.

With the assistance of one or two 
ingratiating comedians, the authors 
of ‘“Talk About Girls,’’ put on at the 
Waldorf Theatre last evening, turn 
their innocuous production into a 
fairly likable musical comedy. Their 
list of authors, composers, rhyme- 
merchants, directors and hired labor 
in general, all emblazoned on the 
program, makes the usual respect- 
able showing. But the music and 
lyrics are indifferent enough, the 
scenery is routine, and most of the 
singing lacks distinction. Some- 
times, in fact, it is sour. The droll 
Andrew Tombes and Russell Mack, 
in the parts of good-natured im- 
postors, compensate a good deal for 
the want of talent in the production;

Norman, Schlacht and Rist of 
Bank of France Coming 
for Conference. 
PROBABLY EARLY IN JULY 
Problems of Stabilization of Foreign 
Financial Affairs to Be 
Discussed. 


Executives of the four largest cen- 
tral banks in the world—the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, the 


f|}Bank of England, the Bank of 


France and the German Reichsbank 


~—will confer in New York, probably 
early in July, on financial questions 
of international importance. The 
conferences were ar ed on the 
initiative of Benjamin ng, Gov- 
ernor of the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, who usually 
abroad each Summer to meet the 
heads of the European banks but 
who felt unequal to the trip this 
year, since he mgr | recently recov- 
ered from a long illness. 

Mon Norman, Governor of the 
Bank o gg ; M. Rist, Deputy 
Governor of the Bank of France, and 
Hjalmar Schacht, President of the 
Reichsbank, will come to New York 
for the conferences. 

While the discussions will be in- 
formal, the bankers will exchange 
views on many subjects of vital im- 
portance to international financial 
relations. It was made clear at the 
Reserve Bank that the meetings were 
not arranged to discuss any specific 
situation, and that the world’s eco- 
nomic and financial progress was not 
to be achieved through = one 
elaborate program. Pro , it was 
said, is made rather by a succession 
of steps, of which none in itself is 
apparently important. It is these 
steps, looking to the financial stabil- 
ity of Europe, that will be discussed.

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STEVEDORING AWARD 
LAID TO INFLUENCE 


H. L. Joyce Said to Have Hidde- 
His Interest in Comany From 


the Centrai Railroad. 
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Evidence in the form of letters 
~urporting to show that Henry L. 
Joyce, former marine manager of 
the Central Railroad of New Jersey, 
used his influence to get stevedoring 
contracts for the Railroad Steve- 
doring Company, of which he owned 
a half interest, while hiding from 
his superiors of the railroad com- 
pany the fact of his interest, were 
introduced yesterday at a hearing 
of an equity action for an account- 
ing brought by the railroad arA the 
Federal Government against Joyce 
and the stevedoring company. 

More than forty letters were ad- 
mitted by Wallace Macfarlane, spe- 
cial master, of 26 Liberty Street. It 
is estimated that the railroad lost 
about $250,000 and the Government 
between $1,000,000 and $2, 000,000 by 
Joyce’s actions. 

A letter from Frederick F. Boulton 
& Co. of Jersey City, written Sept. 
4, 1913, to the Central Railroad was 
introduced showing that an offre was 
made then to do the railroad steve- 
doring at the Jersey Citv terminal 
at 15% cents a ton. Other corre- 
spondence followed, including a mes- 
sage from W. G. Bessler, then Pres- 
ident of the road, and now Chairman 
of the Board of Directors, asking 
Mr. Joyce to investigate and learn 
why a private company could do the 
work at that price when the rail- 
road spent 16.14 cents a ton. 

On the basis of 581,333 tons of 
freight handled at the terminal in 
six months in 1913, it was estimated 
that the Boulton offer would mean 
an annual saving for the railroad of 
about $13,000 annually. This offer 
was allowed to disappear and early 
in 1914 Mr. Joyce brought forth an- 
other offer. 

This was from a company headed 
by Harry B. James, now deceased. 
Correspondence introduced yesterday 
showed that Mr. Joyce praised the 
abilities of Mr. James to his su- 
periors and presented arguments in 
favor of giving him the contract at 
15% cents a ton.

HALTS CAUSEWAY PROJECT 


Long Island Park Board Lays Delay 
to Private Claims. | 


The Long Island State Park Com- 
mission, through Robert Moses,
